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Officials: School safety top priority

School districts throughout the Big 
Sandy region are reviewing the plans they 
have in place to protect students — and in 
some cases making changes to improve 
them — since the Dec. 15 shooting in 
Newtown, Conn., where numerous chil- 
dren and several faculty members lost 
their lives after a 20-year-old man went 
into the school and began firing. 

The shooting, although miles away, 
impacted everyone across the nation, and 
school officials as well as members of law 
enforcement and other governmental 



agencies are trying to come up with 
improvements to their current security 
plans to make sure the children attending 
school remain safe. 

On Tuesday, Dec. 18, administrators 
with the Martin County School District, 
Martin County Judge-Executive Kelly 
Callaham, Sheriff Garmon Preece and 
Disaster and Emergency Management 
director Lee Gauze met to discuss the 
safety of students in Martin County. 

The school system and the county do 
have safety measures in place that are 
detailed in the Safety Management Plan 
that each school, along with the district, 
maintains. 



“While we do have procedures in place 
at each school, it is imperative that we do 
everything to ensure the safety of our stu- 
dents, volunteers and staff members,” 
Martin County superintendent Mark 
Blackburn said in a press release. "The 
shooting at the elementary school in Con- 
necticut has opened eyes all over the coun- 
try. We pledge to do everything in our 
power to make our schools in Martin 
County as safe as they can possibly be.” 
The press release said that students and 
parents will notice a new buzz in video 
entry systems at Inez and Warfield middle 
schools and also at the Martin County 
Area Technology Center when school 



resumes today (Wednesday). 

The video entry systems will be the 
same as the current systems at Eden, Inez 
and Warfield Elementary Schools, the 
release said, and will require that everyone 
be identified before entry into the school 
buildings. 

The second initiative will be to hire a 
school resource officer (SRO) to be sta- 
tioned at Sheldon Clark High School dur- 
ing school hours, the release said. 

“The SRO will be mainly responsible 
for monitoring students leaving and enter- 
ing school grounds, providing protection

Stolen 
vehicle 
runs out 
of gas

PAINTSVILLE - A man charged 
with stealing a car in Virginia was 
arrested on Christmas after the vehi- 
cle ran out of gas on U.S. 23 in John- 
son County. 

Randall Edwards, 44, of Clinch- 
co, Va., was charged with receiving 
stolen property over $10,000 and 
operating a vehicle with no opera- 
tor’s license by Paintsville Police 
Department. There is also an active 
warrant for Edwards on charges of 
grand theft larceny over $200 in Vir- 
ginia, where he is listed as a fugitive 
from justice. 

According to a press release 
issued by the Paintsville Police 
Department, Police Chief Steve Sluss 
and Captain Bill Holbrook responded 
to a call about 9:30 p.m. Christmas of 
a reckless driver on U.S. 23 near 
Highland Elementary School. When 
they arrived on the scene, they locat- 
ed a 2009 Mitsubishi Eclipse facing

THREE PEOPLE WERE transported to a local hospital after being injured in a two-vehicle acci- 
dent Wednesday, Dec. 26, at the turn-off near Valero on U.S. 23 in Lawrence County. Lawrence 
County chief sheriff’s deputy Mark Wheeler said at the scene that it appeared that Pamela Ratliff, 
50, of Ulysses, and her seven-year-old passenger had been traveling south on U.S. 23 in a 1991 
Jeep Cherokee when a 2000 Volkswagon driven by Linda Johnson of Fort Gay, W.Va., who was 
traveling north, turned left in front of Ratliff and the vehicles impacted. Wheeler also said that 
Johnson had not been wearing a seatbelt at the time of the crash. Louisa Fire Department mem- 
bers assisted at the scene of the crash and also had additional members temporarily close one 
side of U.S. 23 in the southbound lane to allow rescue workers time to get the patients loaded into 
ambulances safely and have the damaged automobiles removed. Multiple ambulances responded 
to the scene.

Manslaughter conviction upheld

FRANKFORT — The Kentucky Supreme 
Court has upheld the manslaughter conviction of 
a Martin County man. 

In a Dec. 20 decision, the court rejected Sher- 
man D. Perry’s claims of error during his June 
2011 trial in Martin Circuit Court. 



Perry, 40, was convicted of manslaughter in 
the DUI-related death of Fred Marcum and the 
injury of Robin Crum in a Nov. 6, 2010, head-on 
collision along Rt. 2032 in Martin County. 

The jury convicted Perry, of Pilgrim, of sec- 
ond-degree manslaughter and recommended a 
10-year sentence; first-degree assault of Crum,

No new 
dues in 
Blanton 
case

PAINTSVILLE — Lois Fraley 
hopes the new year brings new clues 
in the disappearance of her sister, 
who has been missing along with 
her husband for four months. 

Larry and Sandra Blanton have 
been missing since the first week of 
September. Johnson County Sheriff 
Dwayne Price has searched the cou- 
ple’s 50-acre farm at Pickle Fork on 
multiple occasions along with 
Paintsville Lake, with efforts coor- 
dinated with other agencies. 

Fraley, of Mechanicsburg, Ohio, 
is Sandra Blanton’s sister. In a recent 
letter to The Big Sandy News, she 
pleads for the public to help find out 
what happened to her sister and her 
husband and to not give up search- 
ing for them. 

Fraley said that her sister was 
expecting her aunt to arrive on Sept. 
9 to spend a few days with her, but 
that nobody could get in touch with 
Blanton. 

Fraley said in the letter that her 
mother, Nora Blair, lives with her in 
Ohio and moved there on Sept. 1, 
but spoke with her sister every day 
that week and that the last time she 
spoke to her was Sept. 7. 

“It was a Friday, and Aunt Ola 
was supposed to come and stay with 
Sandy, so they talked about that and

LI HEAP crisis phase to begin 



One phase of the Low-Income 
Home Energy Assistance Program 
(LIHEAP) is over and another phase 
is about to begin. 

The Big Sandy Area Community 
Action Program (BSACAP) helped 
8,543 households with heating assis- 
tance and pumped $1,302,133 into 
the local economy during the subsi- 
dy portion of LIHEAP. 

The agency processed applica- 
tions from Oct. 15 to Dec. 14, 
including a three-week pre-registra- 
tion for disabled and/or elderly 
applicants on a fixed income, in its 
service area of Floyd, Johnson, 
Magoffin, Martin, and Pike counties. 

“This year saw many people in 
the region lose their jobs - and their 
incomes,” noted BSACAP executive 



director James Michael Howell. 
“Without LIHEAP, many of these 
individuals wouldn’t have been able 
to heat their homes or keep their 
families warm. In addition to help- 
ing people in need, LIHEAP also put 
money into the local economy by 
directly paying fuel vendors.” 

BSACAP will begin taking appli- 
cations for the crisis component of 
LIHEAP Jan. 7 on a first-come, first- 
served basis until March 3 1 or until 
funds are exhausted. 

The crisis component of LIHEAP 
provides assistance to low-income 
households experiencing heating 
emergencies. Households are con- 
sidered to be in a home heating crisis 
if: 

• The household is within four 



days of running out of fuel if bulk 
fuel (coal, fuel oil, propane, kero- 
sene, or wood) is the primary heat- 
ing source; or 

• The household has received a 
disconnect notice if natural gas or 
electric is the heating source; or 

• The household’s home heating 
costs are included in the rent and the 
household has received an eviction 
notice for non-payment of rent. 

To be eligible for crisis assis- 
tance, households must verify their 
address, verify a heating crisis exists 
and meet federal income eligibility 
guidelines. Applicants also must 
apply in their county of residence.

just normal everyday things,” 
Fraley said. “She told Mom 
that she had bought some new 
kitchen curtains because she 
never had a pair she really 
liked. Mom told her she loved 
her. It was just normal talk. 
Aunt Ola was to call her so 
she could meet her and let her 
bring her to the house since it 
was out of the way and she 
wasn’t familiar with the area, 
but she couldn’t get an 
answer. My mom tried to call 
her on Monday to see if her 
sister made it in okay, but she 
couldn’t get an answer, and a 
few days later, she talked to 
her sister and they thought it 
was strange that neither one 
of them could get in touch 
with Sandy. Mom continued 
to call every day but she 
didn’t get an answer and she 
kept leaving messages to call 
her back.” 

During a previous inter- 
view, Price said the couple’s 
son, William Blanton, told 
them he had seen his parents 
on Sept. 5 and that they told 
him they were going on vaca- 
tion. 

“Finally on the 18th of 
September, Willie, Sandy and 
Larry’s son called mom. He 
told her they had gone camp- 
ing on the 7th, came back on 
the 15th, leaving again on the 



16th for a vacation in Flori- 
da,” Fraley said in her letter. 
“Neither of them were physi- 
cally able to make that trip in 
a car. Both of their trucks 
were left at home. Willie said 
they left in a blue Nissan. We 
did extensive research and 
they did not rent nor buy any 
vehicle of any kind. None of 
what Willie told us was true.” 

In a telephone interview 
with the BSN, Fraley said that 
her sister had suffered a bro- 
ken back in a car accident 
when she was 17 years old. 

“She couldn’t go far in a 
car and Larry didn’t like to 
travel,” Fraley said. “He had a 
grandson in Beatty ville and I 
think he would go down there 
sometimes for cattle buying, 
but that’s about it. Nobody 
has heard from them since 
Sept. 7, when Mom talked to 
Sandy.” 

Fraley said in the letter 
that the couple owned cows, 
horses and dogs and that they 
wouldn’t have left them unat- 
tended for any length of time. 

“Larry used to bale hay 
and he had access to certain 
property at the lake,” Fraley 
said. “The sheriff’s depart- 
ment has conducted at least 
two searches on the property 
and the Paintsville Lake, or at 
least parts of it have been 
searched. All have resulted 
with nothing. The sheriff 



finally sprayed the home with 
luminal and as a result took 
parts of three couch cushions 
and approximately a 5x7 sec- 
tion of their hardwood floor. 
It is now at a lab in Frankfort 
awaiting test results.” 

The Johnson County Sher- 
iff’s Office wasn’t specific 
but confirmed that evidence 
has been removed from the 
home and sent to the crime 
lab for testing. 

“We probably won’t have 
the results of the tests until 
after the first of the year,” 
Johnson County sheriff’s dep- 
uty Kevin Pelphrey said 
Wednesday. 

Two persons of interest in 
the case, the missing couple’s 
son, William Blanton, and his 
girlfriend, Amanda Fannin, 
are in jail and have been 
indicted on charges connected 
to the case. 

William Blanton was 
arrested Oct. 8 after he 
attempted to fill his father’s 
prescription for methadone at 
a Paintsville pharmacy, at 
which time he was charged 
with obtaining or attempting 
to obtain a controlled sub- 
stance without a practitioner 
prescription. 

Fannin was arrested Oct. 3 
on a charge of flagrant non- 
support and after being incar- 
cerated was also charged with 
promoting contraband. 



On Oct. 17, William Blan- 
ton and Fannin were indicted 
on the charges. 

Blanton is charged in nine 
separate indictments for 
alleged offenses that occurred 
after or before the couple 
went missing. 

Fraley said she wants to 
keep the Blantons’ “story 
alive” and “in people’s minds. 

“Someone has to have 
seen something no matter 
how small it may have been,” 
Fraley said in the letter. 
Please! Two people don’t just 
disappear from a home and 
animals they love by them- 
selves,” Fraley said in the let- 
ter. “Sandy has not only 
missed Thanksgiving, but 
also her 54th birthday (Nov. 
4). We need your help to find 
them.” 

Larry Blanton is described 
as being approximately six 
feet tall, weighing 200 
pounds, with blue eyes and 
gray hair. Sandra Blanton is 
described as being 5 ’7” tall, 
weighing 135 pounds, with 
green eyes and brown hair. 

Anyone with information 
as to the couple’s where- 
abouts is asked to contact the 
Johnson County Sheriff’s

for which it recommended a 
20-year term; and driving 
under the influence, for 
which he received six 
months. 

Judge John David Pres- 
ton later sentenced Perry to 
30 years in prison. 

In his appeal. Perry 
argued that Preston erred by 
failing to grant his motion 
for a change in venue; by 
failing to grant a directed 
verdict on the first-degree 
assault charge; by failing to 
suppress the prosecution’s 
accident reconstruction evi- 
dence or, alternatively, by 
failing to give a missing evi- 
dence instruction as a sanc- 
tion for the accidental

oncoming traffic in the south- 
bound lane, with the car out of 
gas and the lights still on. 

Sluss and Holbrook 
approached the vehicle, and 
after asking Edwards what 
was the problem, he admitted 
to them that he had stolen the 
vehicle in Virginia and was 
trying to get to Michigan, the 
press release said. 

Edwards was then taken 
into custody and charged with 
receiving stolen property over 
$10,000 and operating a 
motor vehicle with no opera- 
tor’s license. 

Edwards was transported 
to the Big Sandy Regional 
Detention Center in Paints- 
ville and arraigned on the 
charges last Wednesday. 

Holbrook said in the 



destruction of Perry’s vehi- 
cle prior to trial; and by 
permitting a state police 
trooper to give an opinion 
that the residue in Perry’s 
nostrils and on his tongue 
immediately following the 
crash was an indication that 
Perry had consumed intoxi- 
cating drugs shortly before 
the collision. 

The Supreme Court spent 
most its decision addressing 
the change of venue issue. 
Perry contended that the 
judge erred by denying his 
motion for a change of ven- 
ue after 57 of the 85 poten- 
tial jurors convened for the 
jury pool, or 67 percent, 
were excused for cause. 

Perry argued that “this 
level of juror disqualifica- 
tion indicates that he could 



release that he spoke with law 
enforcement officials in Vir- 
ginia, and they said they have 
a warrant issued for Edwards 
for grand theft larceny over 
$200 and that he is also listed 
as a fugitive from justice. 

Holbrook said the proper 
paperwork to extradite 
Edwards back to Virginia was 
being processed at the time of 
the press release and that he is 
scheduled for a preliminary 
hearing today (Wednesday) in 
Johnson District Court, unless 
he was sent back to face 
charges in Virginia before 
then. 

Holbrook and Paintsville 
Officer Bill Ramey are inves- 
tigating the incident. 

Johnson County Constable 
James Castle also responded 
to the complaint. 



not receive a fair trial in 
Martin County, and that the 
trial court should have grant- 
ed his motion for a change in 
venue,” the court said, not- 
ing that Perry’s attorney had 
also filed a pre-trial motion 
for change of venue. 

The court said that the 
judge indicated that “had he 
known before trial of the dif- 
ficulty they would have in 
selecting a jury, he would 
have granted the pre-trial 
motion for a change of ven- 
ue.” 

The Supreme Court said 
that the judge’s comment 
“certainly supports” Perry’s 
contentions that the “trial 
court misjudged the breadth 
of public knowledge about 
the case.” 

But Preston also said that 
he thought “we have a fair 
jury pool from which you all 
can draw” and that he 
thought he had eliminated 
“nearly everybody who 
knows anything about any- 
thing.” 

“In the final analysis, 
whether Appellant had a fair 
trial turns upon the jurors 
who served on his case, not 
the ones who were excused,” 
the Supreme Court wrote. 
“The fact that a great many 
of the potential jurors indi- 
vidually knew someone or 
something connected to the 
case does not indicate a gen- 
eral climate in the county of 
bias against Appellant that 
was so widespread that it 
might have contaminated 
the attitudes of even those 
jurors without specific dis- 
qualification. The trial judge 
was clearly satisfied that a 
fair petite jury had been 
empaneled. We are persuad- 
ed that he did not abuse his 
discretion by denying their 
Appellant’s original motion 
or his post- voir dire renewed 
motion for a change of ven- 
ue.”

for students and faculty and 
to maintain order and 
acceptable conduct among 
students,” the release said. 

The SRO will be on site 
beginning today. 

Blackburn explained 
that the district is currently 
in negotiations with the 
sheriff’s office but believes 
the SRO will be Jason 
Wefensette, who is current- 
ly employed by the sher- 
iff’s office and the school 
system. He also said that it 
will be a collaborative 
effort between the district 
and the sheriff’s office. 

“The parents of children 
that attend each school will 
be notified via School Mes- 
senger of these important 
changes,” Blackburn said. 
“It is my goal as Superin- 
tendent of Martin County 
Schools to ensure that our 
students, volunteers and 
staff members have a safe 
and nurturing learning 
environment.” 



In Johnson County, 
Sheriff Dwayne Price said 
in a Facebook post Dec. 19 
that his office, along with 
the Paintsville City Police 
department and several 
other agencies, met with 
superintendents Coy Sam- 
mons of the Paintsville 
Independent School Dis- 
trict and Steve Trimble of 
the Johnson County district 
to talk about school securi- 
ty, which all is a priority. 

“School resource offi- 
cers would be ideal,” Price 
said in the post. “We also 
discussed buzzer systems 
for each of the schools. We 
will meet again in early 
January where we hope to 
have a developed plan. As 
your sheriff, your safety, 
the safety of your children 
and family is my greatest 
commitment. As a parent, I 
understand your concern. I 
will do all that I can and 
work with the districts to 
help formulate a plan of 
action.” 

In Floyd County, school 
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superintendent Henry 
Webb posted a video on the 
school’s Web site in which 
he addresses the incident at 
the Connecticut elementary 
school and makes an effort 
to reassure parents that the 
district currently has secu- 
rity in place, including 
buzzer systems, to protect 
students. He also said the 
district has counselors on 
staff who can discuss the 
incident with students if 
they have questions or 
emotional problems in 
dealing with fear that it 
could happen to them. 

Lawrence County 
school officials said Thurs- 
day that, like other school 
districts throughout the 
state and the nation, they 
are reviewing all safety and 
security measures and 
exploring opportunities to 
enhance the procedures 
they have in place.

In the blink of St. 
Nick’s eye, tablets went 
from nice-to-have to must- 
have gadgets this year.

Although the Google
